Missing and presu med dead 
are Jack Stephenson, 49, and 
his son Charles, 17, botli of Sil­ 
v er Creek , Miss.

was 
fou nd to hav e a criminal record 
so old —spanning 25 y ears—that 
police requ ested 
a 
microfilm 
copy from Albany . 
Lask y , president of the Na­ 
tional Organization of Indu stri­ 
al Trade Unions, arriv ed here 
from his Miami Beach home 
early this week , police said, to 
confer with u nion officials. 
According to 
police, 
Lask y 
spent Thu rsday 
night at the 
home of another u nion official, 
Arthu r Schatzberg, and the two 
were walk ing to a su bway sta­ 
tion Friday when Lask y recog­ 
nized a woman in the park ing 
lot. 
Police said 
Rigely followed 
Lask y into the lot and w hen the 
u nion leader tu rned, the gu n­ 
man pointed a .38 -caliber gu n 
at his head and shot him once 
between the ey es. No motiv e 
for 
tile 
shooting 
was 
imme­ 
diately established. 
Sam Carr, a friend of La sk y 's 
who 
was 
doing 
constru ction 
work at the local u nion bu ild­ 
ing, said he saw the shooting 
and stopped the gu nman as he 
walk ed ou t of the park ing lot. 
“ 1 didn’t k now' what to do,” 
Carr said, “ so I grabbed him.”

to the lot by the sou nds of two 
shots allegedly fired wildly by 
Rigely du ring the stru ggle. 
The gu ards su bdu ed the de­ 
fendant, handcu ffed him

with 
mu rder 
and 
attempted 
mu rder in his fight with Carr. 
U.S. attorney s in New York 
and Washington hav e been in­

Man Sought In Bank Bomb Case

A mu ffled blast in a Bank of 
America branch in San Fran­ 
cisco last Labor Day week end 
was, u nk nown at the time, the 
herald of the discov ery of time 
bombs in safe deposit box es of 
tw'o other San Francisco bank s, 
three in Chicago and three in 
New York City . 
The Bank of America blast 
cau sed only minor damage and 
was k ept secret u ntil Friday , 
when warning letters with Chi­ 
cago postmark s were receiv ed 
in Chicago and San Francisco 


by newspapers and a telev ision 
station. 
The letters disclosed the pres­ 
ence of the bombs and claimed 
they were part of a radical new 
strategy 
to 
force 
release 
of 
“ political prisoners.” 
They listed safe deposit box 
nu mbers and, in fou r cases, in­ 
clu ded k ey s. One k ey was to 
the box where police said the 
ex plosion occu rred abou t 12:45 
a.m. Sept. 7. 
The FBI said it immediately 
did a preliminary inv estigation 
and then tu rned the case ov er 


to local police and to the U.S. 
Treasu ry ’s Bu reau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms Control. 
Local police said there was 
an immediate and widespread 
inv estigation of the person who 
had rented the safety deposit 
box at the Bank of America. 
The name giv en was that of a 
Christopher Charles Mohr, with 
a 
Chicago 
address. 
Officials 
said all the safety deposit box es 
in all the bank s inv olv ed were 
rented u nder the same name, 
all in Janu ary 1971. They said 
the name may be fictitiou s.

amendment, said the grou p was 
acting in behalf of the 40 Hou se 
Repu blicans who opposed the 
tax , as well as other Ohioans.

A great portion of the back 
pay applies to teachers whose 
contracts were signed at v ari­ 
ou s times in 1971, bu t whose 
jobs did not start u ntil after the 
freeze was pu t into effect Au g.

Lasky

One key was to 
the box where police said the 
explosion occurred about 12:45 
a.m. Sept. 7. 
The FBI said it immediately 
did a prelim inary investigation 
and then turned the case over 


to local police and to the U.S. 
Treasury’s Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearm s Control. 
Local police said there was 
an immediate and widespread 
investigation of the person who 
had rented the safety deposit 
box at the Bank of America. 
The name given was that of a

who pay their monthly bills 
promptly are charged no in­ 
terest. lf they delay, they 
are 
charged Ha per cent a month, 
or 18 lier cent a year. But, the

permits a maximum of eight 
per cent interest a year on 
specified accounts and six per 
cent interest when there is no 
specific contract. 
The suit seeks full account­ 
ings, refunds and punitive dam ­ 
ages to credit card holders.

Police Say Complex Hotel Pierre Holdup Has Been Solved 


Keeping Score

Jan. 2. 
A black limousine pulls up to 
the 61st Street entrance of the 
Hotel Pierre alongside Central 
Park. Security guard Thomas 
Grady unlocks a door to admit 
two well-dressed men. 
Thus began one of the sli­ 
ckest and 
biggest hotel rob­ 
beries ever. In only about 85 
minutes, lour or five bandits 


looted 17 of the hotel s 208 steel 
strong boxes and drove off with 
an estim ated $1.2 million to $4 
million in jewelry and cash. 
Police call it a “ brilliant and 
m asterful heist,” and a team of 
20 detectives still is trying to 
piece together how it happened. 
FBI agents and city 
police 
arrested four men Friday night 
at two hotels near the Pierre 
and recovered $250,000 in jew­ 
els which they said were taken 
in the robbery. 
“ The investigation is contin­ 


uing and we anticipate more 
arrests 
and 
the 
recovery of 
more jewelry,” Police Commis­ 
sioner Patrick J, Murphy said. 
The Pierre has been home at 
different times to kings, queens 
and presidents. Some of the ho­ 
tel’s cooperatives 
sell for as 
much 
as 
$500,000. 
Transient 
guests pay $44 to $220 a day. 
The bandits handcuffed and 
taped the eyes and mouths of 
16 employes. They comm and­ 
eered the two working eleva­ 
tors and then calmly walked 


out before the sun rose. 
From 
interviews with hotel 
personnel, security officers, po­ 
lice and guests, this sequence 
of 
events—sometimes 
vague 
and conflicting—-emerges: 
Hotel officials had no list of 
the contents of the individual 
boxes since they were private. 
They m ust rely on the word of 
their patrons as to what was in­ 
side.

Some 50,000 more v ets, main­ 
ly between ages 20 and 29 , were 
withou t jobs in Nov ember than 
a month earlier. Their rate of 
u nemploy ment rose abov e 8 per 
Ofcnt from 7, compared with an 
ov erall rate of 6 per cent. 
- - “The v eterans* rate in No­ 
v ember ex ceeded the rate for 
nonv eterans in this age grou p, 
is was the case in most months 
of 19 71,“ said the report.

Scientists Urge Postponement 


Of Clean Engine Standards

Estimated costs to the con­ 
su mer of meeting the present 
requ irements of the Clean

nance costs; and “a deteriora­ 
tion in driv eability of the car.” 
Therefore, the grou p said in a 
report to Congress and the gov ­ 
ernment’s Env ironmental Pro­

Debt Limit 


Hike Request 


Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov- 
ernm ent officials say the Nixon 
administration will be forced in 
the next few weeks to ask Con­ 
gress to again raise the nation­ 
al debt ceiling by a near-record 
amount. 
Treasury aides said Thursday 
the current S430-billion ceiling 
is expected to be exceeded by 
March I unless Congress, as it 
usually does each year, agrees 
to raise it. 
Last year Congress boosted 
the debt limit by a record $35 
billion, trim ming only $5 billion 
from the government’s request. 
Official indficabed the new 
re­ 
quest could come close 
to that 
increase. 
The 1972 fiscal year deficit 
currently is estim ated at $28 
billion, largest since World War 
ll. 
Treasury officials said the in­ 
crease requested will depend on 
the size of the deficit projected 
for fiscal 1973. That figure will 
eh disclosed 
in a few 
weeks 
when the new budget goes to 
Congress. 
As of Dec. 30. the national 
debt subject to the limitation 
was at $426 billion and still 
climbing. A fall in government 
revenues, new' expenditure pro. 
gram s and additional tax relief 
granted by Congress are con­ 
tributing to the deficit, officials 
said. 
Normally 
the 
government 
tries to raise the debt ceiling 
enough to pay for government 
operations through June 30—the 
end of the fiscal year—and still 
have enough money left over 
for emergencies. But the big 
deficit for 1972 means the gov­ 
ernment has only $4 billion left 
on its debt limit and nearly six 
months of this fiscal year to fi­ 
nance.

MIAMI (AIM — Seven stew­ 
ardesses told a talc of terror—a 
9M hour ordeal Friday with two 
gun wielding hijackers who re­ 
peatedly 
threatened

them during a cross-country hi­ 
jacking. 
They were aboard a Pacific 
Southwest 
Airlines 
commuter 
flight hijacked 2,200 miles from 
California to Cuba by a shot­ 
gun-armed m an and a pistol 
waving woman with a 5-month- 
old baby. 
The flight began at 12:30 a.m . 
PST cn route from San Fran­ 
cisco 
to Los 
Angeles. Sylvia 
B rister was serving the 138 pas­ 
sengers when she felt a sharp 
stab of pain in her back. 
It was the barrel of a sawed 
off 
shotgun. 
The 
hijacker 
grabbed Sylvia by her ponytail 
and ordered her to accompany 
him to the cockpit. 
Once inside, said Capt. Wil­ 
liam Young of San Diego, the 
man told him if he didn’t obey 
he would kill the entire crew. 
“ He said he would kill us, 
the three m em bers of the flight 
crew — and the girls,” Young 
told newsmen after the Boeing 
727 returned from H avana F ri­ 
day evening. “ He said he didn't 
care what happened ... that he 


was hot, that he w as wanted.” 
Doing as he w as told, Young 
landed in Los Angeles where 
the hijackers ordered the p as­ 
sengers off as the plane was 
being refueled. Before the re­ 
fueling was com pleted, the hi­ 
jacker becam e nervous, Young 
said, and suddenly jam m ed his 
shotgun into Dianne Beighley’s 
face and said: “ 1 will kill you if 
we don’t get this tiling off the 
ground.” 
Dianne was still rubbing her 
sore nose as she related the in­ 
cident. 
On the four hour flight to 
T am pa—where 
the 
hijackers 
spent two hours on the ground 
refueling again and vainly try­ 
ing 
to force officials to get 
them a larger plane capable of 
flying to A frica—Cheryl Galle- 
m ore warmed a baby bottle, 
with a gun at her head.

pretty blonde from San Diego.

landed, she took me back aft. If
